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Abstract A total of 50 species under two genera in the family Andrenidae are listed 
from Korea based on the examination of specimens in several depositories and literatural 
review. Andrena kyusani Kim & Kim, 1989 is found to be a junior synonym of A. 
longitibialis Hirachima, 1961. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The family Andrenidae consists of three subfamilies Andreninae, Panurginae, and Oxaeinae 
(Michener, 2000). Some members of the first two subfamilies occur in the Korean Peninsula. 
Among them, Andreninae is the biggest, and most members of the subfamily belong to the 
genus Andrena. At present, about 1,200 species of Andrena are known to occur in the world, 
and most of them have been allocated to approximately 95 subgenera. 

The first record of the andrenid bees in Korea was Andrena thoracica Fabricius by 
Radszkowski (1890). Yasumatsu (1941) reported 75 species and subspecies and made a check 
list of the genus Andrena from China, Japan, Korea, Mongolia, and the Far East of Russia. 
Later, some other Korean andrenid bees were added to the list by Hirashima (1952a, b, 
1957b), Kim (1970, 1980), Kim and Kim (1983a, b, 1989a), Kim et al. (1990), Tadauchi & 
Lee (1992), and Tadauchi et al. (1997). 

For a review of the listed species, we examined the collections of Seoul National University, 
National Institute of Agricultural Science and Technology of the Rural Development 
Administration, Suncheon National University, and Jejudo Folklore and Natural History 
Museum, preserved specimens identified by Dr. Tadauchi, and Korea University, preserved 
specimens by Kim (1970, 1980), Kim and Kim (1983a, b, 1989a) and Kim er al. (1990). 
Through this study, Andrena kyusani Kim and Kim is found to be a junior synonym of 
Andrena longitibialis Hirashima, and Andrena prostomias Perez is a misidentification of A. 
dentata Smith. 

Some additions and corrections are made in the present checklist of Andrenidae since the 
previous publication in 1994 (Check List of Insects from Korea by ESK & KSAE). This 
checklist is mainly based on the examination of specimens in several depositories and con- 
tains the previous records except for the confirmed misidentification of the obvious records. 
Information from published and unpublished literatures were also consulted. The first descrip- 
tion articles and mainly Korean records of the listed species were given in the synonymy list.
